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Pleasing Men 
with Makeup 
Calls for Skill

OW old-fashioned it seems to 

hear women say that their 
husbands or nen friends disap- 
prove of make-up! Yet this is a 
frequently . discussed problem 
“over the bridge table or where 
women get together and dozens 
of you write to me about this 
very thing. 

It is natural for you to want 
your boy friend or husband to 
notice you and approve. Yet you 
expect him to remain blissfully 
ignorant of your make-up tricks 
or to accept results that are far 
from flattering. 

How much does he really know 
and what does he want you to do 
about cosmetics? If you ask him, 
he may not tell you, but he will 
discuss the matter freely with a 
beauty editor, and out of many 
conversations, I have gleaned one 
important fact to pass on. 

Men are sensitive creatures. 
When you use too much make- 
up, they feel you are making 
yourself and 
them con- 
spictious, and 
there is 
nothing a 
man: dreads 
more than 
criticism. 
Keep this in 
mind and 
use your 
make-up 
with a light. 
skilful hand 
and your boy 
friend orf 
husband will 
think you at- 
tractive and charming. It will 
not occur to him to ask how you 
do it. 

Start with your powder. Men 
hate a powdered look. If you are 
still using the face powder you 
used last winter, you had better 
put it away and invest in a pow- 
der a shade or two darker. Even 
the slightest glow of suntan will 
call for a darker powder if you 
want your skin to look naturally 
velvety and flawless. 

You can use a more vivid 
shade of rouge and lipstick in the 
summer when your skin is dark- 
er. However, you must be more 
careful to select the right shades 
—warm nasturtium, orange-red 
and poppy are most natural with 
a tanned skin. Use them spar- 
ingly. Start with a little rouge 
and blend it into the proper 
areas, softly at the edges, a lit- 
tle darker in the center. If you 
need more color, add it speck by 
speck. It is hard to tone down 
too much color, but you can al- 
ways add more. 

Lipstick is a hazard for most 
women, and how men hate harsh 
over-painted mouths! Finding 
the right color of lipstick requires 
experimenting, but it is worth it. 
Beware the over-bright shades 
with a bluish cast to them. Some 
of the new lipsticks that are 
nicest for sun-tanned skins look 
nearly brown in the stick, but 
they are softly rich and natural 
on the lips. 

Blend a small amount of the 
color into your lips, outlining the 
mouth with a smooth, neat line. 
then filling in the center. Blend 
carefully with your fingertips. 
Leave undisturbed several min- 
utes before moistening your lips 
and the color will last for hours. 
When you see the improvement 
efter this delicate application of 
lipstick, do not be so pleased that. 
you add an extra touch. It is the 
“extra touch” that usually gives 
you that harsh, painted look. 

Eye make-up must be used 
with a light, skilful hand. Darken 
‘and extend your brows if you 
need it. using a brown pencil uns 
less you are a true brunette: 
Darken the tips of your lashes, 
using plenty of water and mas- 
cara, then removing the excess 
by blinking immediately against 

a cleansing tissue. Lashes mustn't 
have so much color that they 
stick together. If you use eye- 
shadow use a soft shade or use 
plain petroleum jelly on the lids 
to make your eyes brighter and 
give them that dewy expression.
